It is also said that the 
order to discontinue the grain tax has been shelved, and that 
the tax is still taken. The writer says, *‘how wonderful to 
find that while some are so charitably disposed that they of 
their own accord subscribe towards relief funds for the starv- 
ing poor, there is a lot of man-devouring people who steal 
from what is given even in charity! We are quite sure that 
this matter will soon be investigated, and those who have 
stolen this money will be punished.” — 


Concerning. the policy of sending Seikh soldiers of the 
‘Indien Army on. service in Europe, which subject has, the 
_writer says, lately ocoupied the atention of the English Press, 
it is urged that as the Seikhs are only armed with smooth 
bore muskets, and their opponents With rifles, the former 
would not be able to stand hefere them, but would soon be, sytr 
rounded and murdered, On the other hand,” gays"the writer, 
‘Sif the Seikhs are armed with breach-loading rifleg, they | must 
he. taught how to usa them, and they will then ba‘on an equa. 
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lity with the European troops. It is not the wish of Govern- 
ment to arm them as the Europeans are armed, and the conse- 
quence will be that these people will. be killed outright there.” 
The Government is advised to look to this. 


The Lucknow Times of the 6th of October is quoted con- 
cerning the example of capital punishment. ; The writer, after 
stating that there are two parties, one in favour of, and one 
against the measure, and: that the latter consists of many 
persons of note, &c., &c.*- The editor says that his reply to this 
is the question, has the crime of murder been lessened by the 
execution of murderers? “If not, the punishment is useless. 
We write from expérience. By hanging the criminals, murder 
is not lessened; and-we. have argued much:on this point with 
those who have been under the punishment. They say that 
they did not fear death in the slightest degree, as there was, 
at most, but afew hours trouble i in it s but of transportation they 
had a wholesome dread, as they feared the consequences in 
the shape of separation from their family, and the life of trou- 
ble they had before them. But there is one description of 
punishment which both Europeans and natives abhor, and 
that is solitary confinement ; and it would, we think, be as 
well to make the punishment of death less frequent, and only 
inflict it in cases of willful murder caused by covetousness, or 
any other vicious motive; but in cases of even murder, when 
the crime is not premeditated, but perpetrated i in a. moment of 
sudden anger, solitary confinement should be the penalty ; ; 
because the power of taking life—given to man by the Giver 
of al] things—is a very great power, and it is necessary for’our 
-Tulers to reflect:much before they take human life; as, after 

life has once been: ees the: on" of our rulers can never 
restore 16.” ..

‘The writer describes the fare as excellent on board the ships. 
He says—fruit, both fresh and dry, was on the table; wine 
to such an extent that I looked on and wondered at those 
who drank it. Some of the European passengers used to 
complain that between Bombay and Suez good food could not 
be got; but, in my opinion, this complaint was unnecessary. 
In warm countries meat is not good ; but I have never seen such 
good meat as I saw from Alexandria to Marseilles. In short, 
the Company is a most excellent one, and all travellers ought 
to feel grateful to it.” 


“When I left the ship at Marseilles I saw many carriages 
and omnibuses waiting, and several respectable, good-looking 
persons were also in waiting. These were commissioners of 
hotels, who enquired whieh hotel we would go to. I selected the 
Hotel De Dover (?) which I stated that I had engaged from 
the first.

The writer concludes as follows:—* At night I went out 
again to see the city, and saw all that I had seen the previous 
night, and even more. I went to a large house with the com- 
missioners, who told me that it was a place where there was 
singing every night. It was very good, and in a garden, where. 
chairs were ranged all round with a table before each chair. 
Some people drank coffee, some tea, others wine, and there were 
plenty of servants to supply all and each one’s wants. The 
tickets cost about six annas of Hindoostanee money, and I 
stayed there a short time only ; but people can remain as long 
as they please and see the fun. I have seen such things as are 
not even related in stories.” 
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
